FOSSIL .MAX TRACKS. 

Dr. II. W. Harknesf lias roail a paper 
befon the California Academy ol Sci- 
ences on tlx; recent discovery of foot- 
prints in the MndltOM of t he yard of 
iiic Nevada Stale Prison. In the course 

of tins paper he saidi 

" We litul in the lowest strata, ex- 
posed DT tlie workmen, numerous fresh- 
water .shells, which are those of a mus- 

tel, of the now 'Anodonta. 1 At an 

elevation of thirteen feet above these is 
found another strata In which, in addi- 
tion to the shells of Anodonta, we find 
n species of l'hvsa. This discovery isof 
additional interest from the fact that 
< larenoe King reports that he found no 
f'c-h-watcr shells in the region except- 
ing those of Planorbis. It should do 
mentioned that the floor or area of the 
yard we are now studying bears evi- 
dence of having hcen slightly tilted at a 
period subsequent to its deposition. It 
alto gives evidence of having beeu a: 
one time the shore of some lake, or, 
perhaps, pond, local and isolated as its 
level was above that of Lake l.ahontan. 
Presumably we stand on the shore of 
this anoient i ond or lake, and as wo 
look abonl us we see the footprints of a 
variety of animal s, among which we 
recognise those of the mammoth, the 

deer, the wolf, those of many birds, ap- 
parently those of a horse, and, most im- 
portant of all. what st is to be the im- 
prints of the sandaled foot of man. 

•• There are six series of the tracks ft 
man. Each of tl)e-e series is represe.it- 
•d by a number of footprints (from eight 
to seventeen) in regular order, and each 
•bowing more or less plainly the im- 
print of a sandal Betides this, in one 
of the series there i3 a marked differ* 
tnee In the form of the sandal. The 
lirst of these series which we examined 
is to be seen emerging, as it were, from 
the soul hern side of the vard, am! where 

the cliff is fifteen feat in height above 
the tracks. This seties consists of 
twelve tracks, to wh eh number four 
were subsequently added by tunneling 
into the roe it These tracks were evi- 
dently made in a laver of sediment of 
perhaps two inches in depth, for below 
this layer we find the compact sand- 
stone. In each instance the mud had 
been raised by the pressure of the foot 
Into a ridge which entirely surrounded 
it. Tbitmud U only pertmlly solidified, 
and is still Rakey and easily broken <>n 
exposure. Kadi of the Imprinit furnish* 

M US with evidence, as we believe, that 
the feet Of the one making the tracks 
were protected by sandals. 

"In no single impression, perhaps, 
do wo Hnd conclusive evidence of this 
fact, but when we stulv them as a 
whole we Hnd that that which is want- 
ing in one is furnished by others which 
follow. In nearly all the toe portion of 
the sandal is well shown, it being as 
smooth as the work of a mason for the 
distance of two or three inches. Back- 
ward from the toe we generally Bad the 
impression of the OO'Or portion, of the 
sandal. When studied as a whole we 
« an determine with a good deal of ex- 
actness the actual length and breadth 
of the sandal, which we h'ad to be nine- 
teen inches In length, eignt inches at 
the ball Of the foot, while the heel is 
six inches in breadth. In its outline it 
follows clearly the shape of the human 
foot. 'From the great toe outward there 
is a really graceful curve, which draws 
in toward the heel; while from the treat 
toe inward the line is drawn toward the 
instep, and thence In an onward curve 
to the heel. In one series this curve is 
deeper, showing a slightly different 
form of sandal. The average length of 
th». stride is two feet three Inches, The 
distance between the feet or the strad- 
dle is eighteen inches. 

"It seems verv important to know if 
there were more footprints of the same 

series still running on into and under tali 

rock face. To determine this fact Mr. 
(Jarrnrd, who was anxious to assist us ' 
in every way possible, immediately 
commenced a funnel upon the line of 
the prints of the same series, if such ex- 
isted, in this effort he was completely 
tuccessful, bringing to view four other 
footprints, three ot which were more 
perfect than tho-o which had been pre- 
viously exposed. One of the four, 
owing to a fault of the rock, was too 
obscure to be of value. Of this series 
we secured twelve more or less perfect 
casts in plaster. 

" One marked feature is that in all 

of these l racks the toes turn well out- 
ward, which is not as a rule the habit 
of tb<! North American Indian. Within 
a few paces of the prints wo have de- 
scribed is to be found another scries of 
i rack- made by an Individual who was 
walking In deeper mud, which clung to 
and closed in upon the loot. Seven or 
eight such are to be seen in regulai 
order, and then the track, like the one 
previously de scribed, is lost in the ledge 



toward which the Step! are tending. 
Three of these are somewhat smaller 
than the one described, while on ' has a 
sandal mofO curved than that ot his fel- 
lows. These are lost in the ledge, 
where the v may be follow ed by future 
exploration* These printsnnpear to be 
upon a floor a WW inches lower than 
the one first deter! bed, 
" Beturning now to our flrtl described 

tracks, we Hnd at a distance of ten or 
tWe.Vt i a es other tracks, which wa 
■Oppose t" have been niade In a mam- 
moth. They are in regular order and 
e gut in number, with an average stride 
oi our feet four and a htlf inches. The 
font it twenty-one inches in diameter. 

They we e loiind Imprinted on what is 

now | retty to unpad sand-stone. Wo 
Hnd no d stinet traces of toes, but only 
a ceii" al outline o. the foot. 

*• Besides the above described tracks 
there were tracks ni some wading birds, 
as de. ore mentioned. These did not 
teem to differ much in form and site 

from those of the same order now living. 
Several quite distinct Ira- ks of deer are 
also to bo seen. Others, again* were 
found which in size and length of stride 
much resemble those of a wolf. At ouo 
point these tracks may be traced for a 
distance of twenty feet, where they also 
ne lott in t >e ledge. There are altO a 
lew poorly-tiffined imprints of what wo 
believe to be a horse. Near the western 
Html we Hnd clear indications of animals 
having wallowed and lain in the soft 

mudi 

" There have been, we believe, but 
two objections thus far raised against 

the claim that the Imprints lirst de- 
scribe, I were thote of man. First, that 
the colossal si/c of the sandal will be 
likely to cause doubts in the minds of 
many. Secondly, that the space bo- 
tW( en the feet, or, as it is called, the 
st raddle, is so marked as to create a 
Suspicion that they were those of an an- 
imal other than of man. 

••To the lirst objection We reply that 
for the protection of hit feet the primi- 
tive man would naturally select the 

tnadal In fashioning this sandal of 

wood, it is reasonable to suppose that 
with his gOUge of obtl ban he would cut 
out a ho low lo correspond to I he size of 

his foot, leaving a raited border which 
might serve as a protection to the side 
of nit foot, as well as to the heel and 
toe. Its raised border would a so be of 
greal sivvi e in se airing the thongs by 
whl h the sandal was attached to the 
foot. Some mi h plan must, we think, 
have been adopt "d far securing lb I san- 
dal, as we lind no ind utton 01 holes in 
the bottom o' ice said* tli oturh whl h 
thongs might h* passed to fas.ea it to 
the feet 

"Taking this view of the ease, it 
seems to be apparent that to protect a 
foot of twelve or thirteen inches he 
Would be likely to fashion a sandal of 

nearlj it not qu te the proportion! of 

the one shown by the impre slott. 

"While it mutt be admitted that the 
print of the sandalled foot is unusually 
large, much larger, in fact than the 
h de sandals worn by the .Mexican In- 
dians or the straw san lals <>• the Jap- 
anese, yet the «rdt is but that of the 

average m n of live iaet ten inches in 

height." 



A TYould-Bc Charlotte Corday. 

Recent events in France have again 
brought to the notice of the world that 
most marvelous woman of modern times, 
Louise Michel. While it is not wise to 
take her at the estimate of her friends, 
who look upon her as a veritable saint, 
urn of hei eiieiiiles, who describe her as 
a human devil, it is safe to say that 
since the time of Charlotte Corday, who 
stabbed the fiend Marat, there has been 
no woman in France who exerted the 
influence over the masses that Louise 
Michel does. There is no French ora- 
tor to whose eloquence the French peo- 
ple listen as eagerly as they do to hers, 
and when speaking, she has them com- 
pletely under her control. By the Gov- 
ernment she is more feared than Roche- 
fort, or any other of the communist 
leaders. 

This remarkable woman is now forty- 
seven years old, though she looks to be 
older. She was born in the Department 
of Marne, in the old Province of Cham- 
pagne, noted for its sparkling wines. 
She was of lowly birth, tier parents be- 
ing, it is said, natives of Belgium, who 
crossed over into France and sought to 
improve their condition in the wine- 
growing regions. Louise's father died 
when she was a little girl, and she was 
left to the tender care of her mother, 
who was mistress of general work at the 
chateau of a titled and illustrious fami- 
ly. Though ignorant, she was honest 
and industrious, and these principles 
she instilled into her fatherless daugh- 
ter. 

I.ouise was' comely and bright, and 
early attracted the attention of the ladies 
of the family, who made a pet of her. 
As she grew older she aoquired refined 
tastes and elegant manners, and was 
made a companion by the noble ladies, 
who taught her many accomplishments. 

When Louise was about seventeen.the 
son of her master returned from school, 
and charmed by her beauty, winning 
manners, intelligence and wit, spent 
much of his time in her society. This 
companionship proved disastrous to 
lionise, for when he pretended to love 
her she believed him, and in return 
loved him with all the ardor of a trust- 
ing young girl who had never heard of, 
much less observed or experienced, the 
faithlessness of titled youth who seek al- 
liances with those whom they consider 
beneath them in the social scale. Louise 
soon awakened from her dolusion, and 
within a year from the time when the 

Joung nobleman became interested in 
er, she suddenly left the chateau, with 
her few worldly goods in a small bun- 
dle, and made hex way to Paris. There 



she secured a position as assistant teach- 
er in a small school in the suburb of 
Montmartre,whichis largely inhabited by 
laboring people, where she remained for 
years. While teaching she was frequently 
brought into contact with the poor, of 
whom there were many, ana saw to 
much of their hardships and sorrow that 
all her naturally sympathetic nature 
was aroused in their behalf. She spent 
much time among them, nursing the 
sick and helping the needy as far as her 
limited time and means would permit. 
She was to these poor people a minis- 
tering angel, and they naturally came 
to love her. 

Louise believed the working classes to 
be cruelly oppressed, and also that if 
the oppression were removed they would 
be pro-perous and happy. In the course 
of a few years she began attending the 
meetings of the Communists, and their 
fervid harangues gradually inspired her 
with a mortal hatred of the rich. She 
also acquired an intense dislike to the 
church, in whoso doctrines she had been 
piou-lv instructed by her pious mother, 
anil, like most of the Communists, It 
now a violent atheist. 

L ni c's revolutionary spirit grew and 
Intensified for years. At one time she 
advocated the assassination of Napo- 
le «n III., and went from one club to 
another offering herself and her dagger 
for the purpose, but the offer was de- 
clined. 

The OOmmunal uprising of inn gave 
her the great opportunity to appear be- 
fore the world as a revolutionary leader. 
She believed that the day for France to 
be delivered from tho bondage of her op- 
pressors haif come, and that it be- 
hooved her to do her utmost for the 
cause in which her whole soul was en- 
listed, declaring that "This is not the 
hour for protest, appeal, or exhortation ; 
this is the hour for liery resolve and 
fearless deed." 

When the people rose against Ver- 
sailles she joined them. She fought des- 
perately and with mad daring in the 
most exposed situations, and per- 
formed prodigies of valor. She was 
even more influential with her tongue 
than with her arms, and when her com- 
rades turned to fly from tho troops she 
taunted them with cowardice, and hur- 
rying to the cannon which they had de- 
scried she loaded it herself and fired it 
again and again at the advancing ene- 
my, refusing to surrender until finally 
she was wounded and taken prisoner 
while unconscious. 

Louise was anxious to die for her 
country, ana wnen, navmg Deen tnefl 
by court-martial, and condemned to die, 
her sentence was commuted to trans- 
portation for life in consideration of her 
sex, she protested against the repric e, 
and even addressed a letter to Victor 
Hugo, imploring him to save her from 
surviving her lost cause. With the 
lapse of time she became more recon- 
ciled to her reprievers, and hoped that 
the Commune might have another 
chance, which hope she now seems to 
think is possible of being realized. I 'pon 
the eve of her departure for New Cale- 
donia she said to those about her: "We 
shall c >me back, be sure of that! The 
torch of the Commune will be relighted; 
we shall do our work belter next time. 
We shall yet be recognized as the de- 
liverers of our common country." 

During her exile Louise succeeded in 
retaining the favor of her followers in 
France, and when she returned with her 
fellow-exiles, she was received wi:h the 
most enthusiastic demonstrations of re- 
gard and affection, iler influence sinco 
her return to France has, if that were 
possible, been more powerful than dur- 
ing the reign of the Commune, and her 
denunciations of tho Government and 
Cambetta, whom she styles the worst 
foe of the Republic and < i t mbetiai-iu 
the sum of all evils, have been unceas- 
ing, and it would appear from recent 
events have made their impression upon 
the laboring people. 

Louise Michel has during her event- 
ful lifetime endured anxiety and suffer- 
ing, and passed through many dangers, 
but the ardor of her youth is not 
quenched nor her imperious will broken, 
and though her face when in repose is 
thin and haggard and her hair streaked 
with gray, when she stands before the 
people to speak to them her voice is 
found to be still strong and resonant, 
and her countenance kindles and her 
youth appears to return. Though mis- 
taken, she evidently believes that all 
that she declares is absolutely right and 
true, and while she lives and has the 
power to speak, should be a constant 
source of anxiety to the rulers of the lie- 
public— Cincinnati Commercial.

"Be the witches or wizards 
your dearest relatives or friends, con- 
sider not your own hearts," said he, 
"but remember your duty and spare 
them not; put them to death." — The 
Cudunj. 



Our Boef Prospects. 

General James S. Brisbin, writing 
from Fort Keogh, says: While the nian- 
uiaeiuring auu cereal and vegetable in- 
terests of the United States have ad- 
vanced fairly, the stork interests havo 
comparatively stood still. We are to- 
day raising beef for only 40,000,000 of 
people, whereas we should bo raising 
beef for «o, 000, 000. Tho reasons for 
this are various, chief of which is tho 
fact of the scare t v of land in tiic Fast. 
Farmers, have found that in heavily pop* 
Itlated districts it does not pay thein to 
raise cattle. The large number of acres 

required for grating purposes is In com* 
patible with smaU farms, and to stall-feed 
in large numbers is not practicable. So 
the Eastern farmer devotes his land to 

oerealt and vegetables, and often buys, 
bit own beef. The distance of the 
plaint from tho Fast and the danger 
from Indiant have heretofore deterred 
Eastern oapitalisti from seeking Invest* 
incuts in stock-raising out West. Hup. 

pily that difficulty it now removed. The 

railroads have opened up the West, and 
tho Indians, with the exception of a: 
icw in Arizona, have been conquered.

• Fractious Horses. 

Tito ronsort why t hero are so many 
fractions and unsafe horses if ao many 
fractious and unreliable men to train 
them. "Break" has heretofore been 

the term iwetl to express the openit ion 
of tra iling Ooltl Of horses for service. 
And it is truly expres.sivo of what is 
done or attempted to be done. The 
rough, rude and cruel treatment an un- 
trained coll is subjected to, is enough to 
break the temper and destroy the mor- 
al! of tho beat natured Instincts of a 
colt, To beat knowledge or morals 
into a bov o. - n colt has about phned 
out. The first tiling an inhuman wretch 
tl.»es who undertakes to train a colt, is 
to put a villainous bind bridle on him, 
one Of the worst relict which has come 
down to us from ijjnoran e and barbar- 
ism. Then he is reined up so ti«^ lit 
that his instinct teaches him to o, , back- 
ward instead of forward. The cheek 
rein is so rigged as to throw out his 
hum- and ^ive his face a horizontal posi- 
tion like a camel" s, to that lie can nei- 
ther see tho ground when he steps, nor 
sideways on account of the blinds. 
Then the man who is called a bono 
'o key teaches the tender and naturally 
k ml eolt information with an infati ions 
w hip. 

The eolt should be treated kindly in 
every step, by gentle handling end 
kindness of voice inspire his conlidctice, 
and he will toon roe igniie h i handler 
as a friend Instead of an enemy. The 
human voice in kind tones or linn com- 
mand is a \erv potent tgent in controll- 
ing and directing as intelligent an ani- 
mal as a horse. When a horse is once 
taught his duty and what man de- 
mands, the whip may nrga him for- 
ward, and the rein may guide him. but 

the rude and Insensible u*e of either 

only irritates instead of subdues his in- 
subord. nation. No domestic animal 
nmre readily responds to tho power of 
kimlness than the horse. (iod gave 
man dominion over all animals, b it it 
is mainly by the s eadincss of his nerve 
the lirmne s of his comnian Is and the 
potency of a mild voice that ho is able 
to exert most poweriully his dominion 
As it takes tUM and patien e to train 
(not break) colts, the winter is the best 
time. And colts cannot bo trained too 
young. l}y this do not understand that 
they shou d bo subiected to severe 
heavy labor. When a eolt is s.x or 
eight months old he is easily handled, es- 
peclallv if he has been made halter-wise 
when he was not over thtee weeks old 
as he should have been It is no in- 
jury, but a great benefit to train colts 
early. When they onco learn, unlike 
boys, they never orget the les-ons. U 
by rudeness and fractious treatment 
the colt learns bad tricks ai this aeasoo 
in life, they are too apt to stick to h m, 
and may crop out at any time after, 
when trouble frets or discourages bun 
So really nearly all bad tricks or virions 
actions of horses are the natural results 
of the ill temper or rash actions of the 
person who trains them. Never allow 
your horse to see you out of temper, or 
to receive from you rash or cruel treat- 
ment lie neither deserves or is bene- 
fited by It— Iowa State Jteyister.
